Conditions that were ſo ruinous to their 
. own Countrey, (hom far wilful God and 
themſelves only knows) and ſo wery 

prejudicial to all their Allies. 5 
I cannot but with Pleaſure here re- 
cite (ftill purſuing my main Deſign ) 
another Paragraph taken out of this 
ſame Manifeſto, which will convince all 
thoſe who hade the leaſt Prejudice a- 
gainſt His Majeſties entring into the 
Spanith War, that both his Royal In- 
clinations and Endeavours were perfeci- 
by againſt it; and that nothing but that 
which is with him the higheſt Reaſon of 
State ( his Feoples Good) was the 
grand Motive in this important Affai:

AT firſt fight the Addition of this 
1 Poſtſcript may appear Foreign to 
our deſign, but will not be really fo, 
when it is conſidered, that the above 
written, as it was intended to remove 
prejudices which many had unjuſtly en- 
tertain'd, againſt his Majeſty, and his 
Illuſtrious Houſe; ſo this is alſo to take 
off thoſe Calumnies invented by ill 
Men, and believ'd by roo many well 
meaningPerſons,againſt thoſe great and 
worthy Patriots, his Majeſties and the 
Nations beſt Friends, who dar'd in the 
moſt difficult times, not only ſtem the 
Tide of Popular Fury, but with the ut- 


moſt of their Power and Abilities, to 


SET 
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oppoſe the making that ſcandalous 
Peace, which requires great Charity to - 
believe any could come into, but Per- 
ſons either of Low Abilities, and of 
deprav'd and Vitiated- ſudgments. 
Which will evidently appear from

By this you ſee plainly to what ex- 

tremity the French King was brought, 

tO. 
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to be forc'd himſelf to become the In- 
ſtrument of Depoſing his Grandſon, in 
order to advance his Enemy, the Em- 
peror, to the Throne of Spain, which 
the Manifeſto tells us muſt certainly 
have been done, had not Providence 
chang'd the hearts of their Enemies. But 
alas they were not their Enemies, neither 
were their hearts chang d, but thoſe Wile. 
Polititians who indeed had the Lucky 
Addreſs to deceive, but whom? their 
Royal Miſtreſs, their Friends, and 
themſelves: who by this Peace, and 
other concurring deſigns, had dual 
ly given us up, had not Providence by 
the change of events hindred that inju- 
ſtice in our Enemies (here truly apply*d) 
and by his own immediate Hand, 
brought his Majeſty to the Throne of 
theſe Kingdoms.

the like ridiculous Cant, that it was 
far otherwiſe, he being able to hold out 
the War for many Tears, but that the 
Duke of Marlborough and his Creatures 
endeavour to prolong it for their own 
4 private advantage; but this Opinion 
1 of theirs (if that may be call'd ſo, which 
they did not believe) is you ſee noto- 
riouſly Falſe, to the ſhame of them that 
maintain'd it. Whereas the Truth of 
the other 1s abundantly juſtified by the 
above recited Paragraph, which muſt 
redound very much to the Honour of 
their Cauſe, and to the Vindication 
of their Wiſdom and foreſight. 
I T ſhall conclude, with deſiring you 
* to obſervea little farther, the different 
b conduct of the Two great Contending 
6 parties, 
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Parties, the one began a War with the 
Higheſt Neceſſity, and with the greateſt 
Juſtice, and carried on With ſuch Suc- 
ceſs and Glory, as to accompliſh all 
thoſe Wiſe, Juſt, and Salutary ends 
which they propos'd by it: when be- 
hold! rot by the change of Hearts, but 
the change of the Miniſtry, the Fruits 
of all theſe great and ſurprizing Suc- 
ceſſes, given up, and Loſt in a moſt 
inglorious Peace: ſuch a Peace as aſto- 
nith'd the whole World, and juſtly 
alarm'd all the Allies, and which not 
one of them would come into without 
Force; in ſhort, it was ſo very bad, 
that no Mortal could have mended it, 
but that Wile, and Powerful Prince, 
whoſe intereſt was to have been Sacri- 
fic'd by it; who in imitation of the 
Supreme Being, has brought Good out 
of Evil, and made that which was 1n- 
rended for the Ruin of his People turn 


to their mutual Glory, and laſting 
n uilitv.
